Give the capitalists confidence arid 
the 
people the encouragement of 


hope, and the depression will shortly 
give way to general activity in com- 
mercial and industrial lines. 


The forty-seventh annual report of 


the Pennsylvania railroad clearly sets 
forth the wisdom of the rigid econo- 
mics instituted as soon as it became 
evident that a change in the business 
conditions of the country was immi- 
nent. The severe depression h;is left 
the structural parts of this great 
railway system, combining no less 
than 120 different corporations, and 
showing a capital amount of 81 r> 
millions of dollars and a mileage- of 
8,800, essentially unimpaired in it; 
earning capacity. The loss in busi- 
ness was less east of J'ittsburg than on 
the western part of the associated 
system. The tonnage movement of 
the former approaches the stupend 
ous aggregate of .seventy millions, 
and west of Pittsburg forty millions. 
The .latter shows a decrease nf to pci 
cent,, and in passengers about 12 per 
cent,

A 3?nat Freight Train on the Clover 


Loaf Boad Wrecked 


UBU'jios, March 
8.—(Special.)— 


The worst wreck the Clover Leaf 
road has had for some time, hap- 
penep this morning about 1 o'clock 
In the north end ol' the yards in this 
place, conductor Foster narrowly es- 
caping death. 


K,i«t bound fast ihrou^h freight 


So. -12, known as the Armour dressed 
beef train, with engine M, with en- 
gineer Waldo and lireman Holland, 
on board and conductor Foster in 
charge, was pulling out of the yards 
onto the main track at the rate of 
about fifteen miles an hour, when 
tlie wheels under a box car about six 
ears behind the engine, jumped the 
Irog. 
Conductor Foster wa- riding 


on the engine and, feeling Uie jar 
occasioned by the cars leaving 
the 


track, looked back and seeing the 
sparks caused by the wheels dragging 
along on the lails, jumped 
off and 


started back. 
By this time the train 


had piirted, iind several of the cars 
were

and piled upon one another. 
Foster, 


in the darkness, did not see the 
clanger which threatened him and 
was standing beneath one of the ele- 
vated cars when it began to fall. He 
heard the cracking of Hie 
timbers, 


and with a quick movement, leaped 
backward just in time to escape being 
crushed to death. 


The wrecked cars consisted of five 


box and one Hat. The former were 
loaded with bottles and bicycle-, all 
of which were completely ruined. 
The cais were also badly wrecked, 
and the track was torn up for a dis- 
tance of three or four hundred 
feet. 


Tlie lo-s i- estimated at about *:i.OOO. 


The wreck was tiie most disastrous 


the company e\er had on this divis- 
ion, and blockaded tratlic for nearly 
twelve hours, the east bound express, 
due here at 'i. 11 o'clock a. m.. not 
setting out until late this afternoon. 
Xo one was injured in the wreck.
